Cheating Survey Tabulated 


The results of a survey on 
cheating conducted by Pi Sigma 
Phi, honor society, have been 
tabulated from approximately 
35% of the student body. 

QUESTIONNAIRES were sent 
to 3,972 students and 1,370 
were completed. 

The first question on the sur¬ 
vey concerned the nature of 
cheating on campus. Students 
checked from five choices as 
follows; 

Very widespread and needs cor¬ 
rection 20.9% 

Widespread but needs no cor¬ 
rection 2.3% 

Average amount 56.6% 

Not too extensive 15.2% 

Very little cheating on campus 
3.6% 

Other 1.4% 

THE second question con¬ 
cerned asked how most cheat¬ 
ing occurred. The majority 
feels most cheating occurs in 
class, A small portion felt 
there was very mu: h test steal¬ 


ing. Per cent breakdowns were 


as follows: 

In Class 70.2% 

Test stealing 15.2% 

Both of the above 6.4% 

Other 3.7% 

No answer 3.9% 


The third question inquired 
into student motivations to cheat 
when the teacher appeared to be 
indifferent to the matter. Over 
half of the students stated they 
were motivated to cheat even 
though the teacher appeared 
indifferent. Thirty-seven per 
cent said yes. According to 
these figures the attitude of 
the teacher toward cheating is 
important. 

WHETHER or not a teacher 
should invoke strict policies to 
prevent cheating was another 
point. There was not a clear 
cut majority in favor of (a) 
espousing a get-tough policy, 
and (b) a moderate policy.

He stated that one of the rea¬ 
sons for such hostility in Amer¬ 
ica and abroad was man’s fail¬ 
ure to understand himself and 
others. Man fears what he 
doesn’t understand, thus turn¬ 
ing to hatred. 

Sadness and pity is all I 
feel for the many students at 
Martin. Never before have I 
seen such animosity from stu¬ 
dents. As we marched in pairs 
towards the campus, I ven¬ 
tured to examine the facial 
expressions around me. The 
students first communicated 
nonverbally and individually 
with clenched fists and stoney 
looks. Then followed angry ac¬ 
cusations hurled at the march¬ 
ers, supposlngly done In the 
name of God, mother, apple pie, 
and America.

Dr. Boling said. “The biggest 
task of the president is going 
to be seeing the University as 
as whole. This is a time for 
examining the basic purpose of 
the University and lookingatits 
goals.” 

RE BE RING to the recent 
cartipus disorders, he said that 
thT greatest danger of campus 
unrest is not the destruction 
of property but that the Univers¬ 
ity should do anything but em¬ 
brace the cause to teach. 

“The University shouldavoid 
advocacy of a position on any 
issue,” he said. “Let’s hope 
we can keep the University fo¬ 
cus on lasting values.” 

FOLLOWING his address, he 
entertained questions from the 
audience. 

Cunningham then asked that 
outgoing Secretary of Finance 
Nell Moody be recognized. She 
was unable to attend the Ban¬ 
quet because of commitments 
at the Gary Puckett concert. 

BECKER presented the 
award for the outstanding House 
Representative to Rusty Far¬ 
rell. Rosson announced Harry 
and Larry Carouthers as re¬ 


cipients of the special award 
for outstanding service by SG 
officers. Rosson then present¬ 
ed a gavel to Cunningham as 
the outgoing president.

That foremost among the transcendent values is the in¬ 
dividual's use of his God-given free will, whence derives 
his right to be free from the restrictions of arbitrary 
force; 

That liberty is indivisible, and that political freedom can¬ 
not long exist without economic freedom; 

That the purposes of government are to protect these 
freedoms through the preservation of internal order, the 
provision of national defense, and the administration 
of justice; 

That when government ventures beyond these rightful 
functions, it accumulates power which tends to diminish 
order and liberty; 

That the Constitution of the United States is the best 
arrangement yet devised for empowering government to 
fulfill its proper role, while restraining it from the con¬ 
centration and abuse of power;

That the market economy, allocating resources by the 
free play of supply and demand, is the single economic 
system compatible with the requirements of personal 
freedom and constitutional government, and that it is 
at the same time the most productive supplier of human 
needs; 

That when government interferes with the work of the 
market economy, it tends to reduce the moral and physi¬ 
cal strength of the nation; that when it takes from one 
man .to bestow on another, it diminishes the incentive 
of tile first, the integrity of the second, and the moral 
autonomy of both; 

That we will be free only so long as the national sov¬ 
ereignty of the United States is secure; that history 
shows periods of freedom are rare, and can exist only 
when free citizens conceitedly defend their rights against 
all enemies; 

That the forces of international Communism are, at pres¬ 
ent, the greatest single threat to these liberties; 

That the United States should stress victory over, rather 
than coexistence with, this menace; and 

That American foreign policy must be judged by this 
criterion: does it serve the just interests of the United 
States?

State Athletic Conference crown May 11-12 at Henry Horton 
State Park firing a 36 hold, four-man total of 622. 

Following the presentation of 
the team trophy, Vol coach 
Grover Page announced that

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Ending Pollution Is Not Cure-All

Ending pollution will not cure all the cities’ problems. 

An equal danger to the future of urb an areas Is the frequent 
haphazardness of city-zoning. 

Two out of three Americans 
live In or near a major city, 
squeezed In ever-shrinking 
spaces. The poorest dwell in 
the ghettoes and slums. 

in an effort to rezone the 
worst areas, the Urban Re¬ 
newal Program began work 
in 1949. The Public Renewal 
Agency buys and clears land, 
often using the power of emi¬ 
nent domain to get it. Then 
the improved land Is sold to a 
private developer at about was 
30 per cent of what It costs. 

The loss Is made up by a 
cash subsidy. 

From 1950 to 1960, the pro¬ 
gram leveled 126,000 homes 
and built only 28,000. In an¬ 
other two years, over four 
million people will have been 
evicted, and they almost in¬ 
variably move to the same 
types of places. 

Zoning Is often big busi¬ 
ness. In California’s San 
Fernando Valley, a three-acre 
school site worth $35,000 was 
rezoned commercial and sold 
for $6 million. 

Even when the goals do not 
include profit, poor planning 
is still a problem. High-rise 
apartments are cropping up on 
Hawaii’s Diamond Head. A 
32-story apartment was erect¬ 
ed in Los Angeles beside over 
200 homes in the $50,000 cate¬ 
gory. 

Much of the cramped living 


Is caused by the automobile 
Increasing one and one-half 
times faster than people. A 
parked car takes 30 times 
more space than a standing 
person, and 66 per cent of Los 
Angeles is now filled by autos. 

Only Innovative planning 
can stop rezoning ills. A logi¬ 
cal step was taken nearly 10 
years ago in Pittsburg where 
room for 900 cars was made 
underground, and Mellon Square 
built on top. Buildings 
around the park made a tax 
gain six times the loss. The 
garage made its own profit 

Experts are forming other 
new theories on how to end 
the zoning ills that Lyndon 
Johnson called “sprawling, 
space-consuming, unplanned, 
and uneconomic.’’ The most 
popular new idea is cluster 
zoning. it uses the same 
amount of land but groups 
houses so there Is more open 
space. Private space Is cut, 
but common space increases. 

The old “gridiron” pattern 
never realized that different 
people have different needs. 
Some prefer huge lots. Size 
matters very little to others. 
Yet, decadent zoning tech¬ 
niques saw smaller and small¬ 
er lots for all as the only solu¬ 
tion. Max Wehrly, Urban Land 
Institute’s executive director, 
said, “This generation would 
accept a densitv that another
